W. 1'. Kennedy was found guilty on 
two counts of the indictment in the 
case in which he was on trial in court 
before Judge Chambers in connection 
with $2500 obtained from Mrs. Mary 
McKee. 
The jury found him guilty 
on the first count, charging embez­ 
zlement by agent and on the third 
count, charging fraudulent 
conver­ 
sion. He was found not guilty on the 
second count, charging larceny by 
servant. 
The case was one in which Mrs. 
McKee gave Kennedy $2500. 
She 
claimed that the money had been giv­ 
en to him to invest for her upon his 
representation that he knew of a 
good investment that would net her 
over six per cent interest, possibly 
ten per cent. 
Mr. Kennedy claimed that there 
was nothing said about investing the 
money for Mrs. McKee, but that she 
had given it to him outright, for fa­ 
vors which he had done her.

It is custom that when relatives 
oí a slain victim fail to apprehend 
the murderer within four days after 
?he crime, their right to mete out 
urnmary capital punishment is lost. 
Chief Billie, a medicine man of the 
Micro Soukee tribe of the Seminóles, 
is alleged to have killed the widow 
of Billie Roberts Saturday in a knife 
battle in the Everglades. 
But Chief Billie eluded the squaw’s 
relatives for four days, and he is safe 
until next June when Seminole cus­ 
tom demands that he return to the 
Great Cypress Swamp in the Ever­ 
glades where his fate will be decided. 
Trial Next Year 
Then, at the time of the Green 
C orn Dance, he will face a solemn 
tribunal of medicine men. They will 
decide his fate 
If he is guilty, his 
sentence will range from death to 
clubbing to strangulation with leath­ 
er straps. 


Local authorities are not interfer- 
ring with Seminole custom, as the 
justice of the Indians is known to 
be more sure and terrible than that 
imposed by the white man. 
Fifty members of the Billie clan 
brought here for the winter to en­ 
rich them with admissions paid by 
throngs of tourists visiting their vil­ 
lage. were violently ill from drastic 
medicines brewed by medicine men.

The medicines were taken by young 
and old alike to purge the village 
from the disgrace that had befallen 
them. 
Chief Billie was badly injured in a 
fight Friday with members of rival 
clans of Seminóles.

He is being held 
in Cincinnati to answer trial for the 
bank robbery and detainers for a 
series of crimes in Pennsylvania have 
been lodged against him. 
FIRST ADD MORE KIDNAP 
After Cole's arrest, the other mem­ 
ber, Edward R. Tuohey. and Mrs. 
Lewis were traced to Joliet, 111. 
Po­ 
lice raided their apartm ent there and 
found the revolver which had been 
taken from Patrolman Troup but both 
had escaped. 
Nabbed in Cincinnati. 
Cincinnati police today notified the 
state police th at Tuohey had return­ 
ed to that city and had been arrest­ 
ed there. For weeks a watch has been 
kept on the home of the woman in 
Montour, Iowa, hoping th at Tuohey 
would appear. 
After his arrest in 
Cincinnati state police headquarters 
here at once asked for the arrest oi 
the woman.

MAKE PLANS NOW 
TO AVOID GRIEF 


Do Not Use Candles Where 
Electricity Can Be 
Used 


DO NOT USE COTTON 
TO DECORATE TREE. 


Mayor W illiam H. Gillespie has re­ 
ceived from J. W. Morgan, fire m ar­ 
shal of the bureau of fire protection, 
Pennsylvania State Police, a warn­ 
ing to citizens to use precaution so 
that cheer instead of grief will nre- 
vail during the holidays 
Too often the Christmas holidays are 
observed by the tragedy of fire, fol­ 
lowed by serious injuries or death. 
W hile preparing for the holiday sea­ 
son it is well to stop and consider 
simple rules for safety. 
Mayor G illespie’s letter to the pub­ 
lic, sent out by Morgan says: 
“The Christmas holidays should be 
th*' one period of the year when un­ 
limited 
joy 
and 
happiness* should 
reign supreme and not dimmed by ac­ 
cident or adversity. 
Make this holi­ 
day happy beyond comparison by the 
adoption 
of 
stringent 
precaution 
¡ against the possibility of fire or ac­ 
cident. 
* 
“Many entertainm ents will be given 
ir. homes, churches, schools, bazaars, 
stores and many other places where 
; crowds assemble. 
See to it that no 
decorations other than those of non- 
¡ inflam able nature are used. Avoid the 
use of lights, inflammable decora- 
; tions or m aterial; they make easy and 
; quick fires. 
Under no circumstances 
I allow decorations of any kind to be 
I placed near gas jets. 
“Do not permit to be used candles, 
where electricity can be substituted. 
* Even with the use of electric bat- 
¡ teries the same w’ould be far safer 
! than the 
use 
of 
candles. 
But if 
candles are used let only the ut- 


I most caution prevail. 
Do not per­ 
mit children to light or re-light the 
candles while the parents are absent 
from the room. 
They frequently set 
j fire to their clothing instead 
Don't 
¡ leave the matches within reach of 
the children. 
Candles are m eant to 
j be lighted and if children can get 
m atches they will experiment with 
■ them. 
They 
im itate 
their elders. 
Better caution “Dad” and “Brother” 
to be careful with cigar and cigarette 
¡ stubs too. 
At the same tim e be pre- 
! pared for an emergency by having 
convenient for use either fire extin­ 
guishers or buckets filled with water. 
“See that the tree is firmly fastened 
to the floor so that children cannot 
pull it over. 
“Do not decorate it with flim sy m a­ 
terial hung too near candles or lights. 
Don’t decorate your tree with paper, 


cotton or any other inflam mable m a­ 
terial. 
Use tinsel or other non-in­ 
flammable m aterial for decorations 
and be sure to set the tree secure­ 
ly so that the children and even the 
“grown-ups” in reaching for things 
cannot tip it over. 
How Fires Start 
“Do not allow trees to remain in ­ 
side of buildings after the holidays. 
The tree ignites readily when the 
branches are dry. 
A large number 
of fires occur from this cause. 
“Do not allow the use of cotton be­ 
neath the tree to give the appearance 
of snow. 
If the appearance of snow 
is desired, use mineral wool-asbestos: 
it will not burn and gives a better 
effect than snow. 
“Do not use decorations near open 
gas jets or too near lights of any 
kind. 
"Examine the wiring which leads 
to lights used for decorative pur­ 
poses. 
See to it that it is safe. 
“Let the home, church, school or 
store be warm but look out for ever- 
heated stoves and pipes. 
“Mr. Merchant a fire in a crowded 
store has terrible possibilities of loss 
of life by panic as well as of finan­ 
cial loss and it is well to remember 
that the installing of amateur elec­ 
tric wiring and use of inflammable 
materials in decorations may cause 
injuries and death, and void your 
insurance in case of fire. 
“Do not pile boxes, crates, etc.. on 
stairways 
or 
in 
front of windows, 
exits, or on fire escapes. 
Keep the 
aisles clear of obstructions. 
Before 
closing the store, shop, mill or fac­ 
tory at night, 
go 
over 
the entire 
building to see that everything is safe 
from fire. 
"Teachers 
and 
school 
officials: 
Keep the awful tragedy of school 
losses in mind when preparing for 
Christmas festivities this year. U su­ 
ally there is loss of life or serious in­ 
jury in school house fires. 
Know 
that there is more than one means 
of egress from your school room. 
"Teach the children and profit by 
it yourself the danger of fire. 
Have 
drills for the children; they will en ­ 
joy it and enter into the spirit of 
training. 
Nothing appeals to them 
more than playing soldier, and when 
the knowledge of protection against 
fire is instilled in their minds they 
wiL be better able to care for them ­ 
selves in times of danger from other 
sources. 
Som ething About Santa 
“Holiday fires in churches, schools 
and bazaars are usually holocausts. 
Inflam mable decorations make such 
fire easy to start and easy to spread. 
Santa Claus’ long cotton whiskers, in ­ 
flammable garments and a burning 
candle are a bad combination. 
“The lighted candle in the window 
Christmas Eve is a dangerous prac­ 
tice. 
If you m uit have a cafidle in 
your window Christmas Eve. use an 
electric one. 
Suggestions: The fol­ 
lowing solution will fireproof fabrics, 
paper, 
cotton and all inflammable 
materials (including Santa’s whisk­ 
ers). 
One pound, Commercial Am­ 
monium 
Phosphate: 
One 
gallon 
water. 
“Fabric immersed in this solution.

million cases of influenza by Christ­ 
mas Eve was the gloomy prospect for 
the holidays faced by America today. 
Public health bureau officials said 
th a t if the epidemic continues to in­ 
crease at the rate observed since De­ 
cember 
1, 
officially 
reported 
new 
eases, representing less than one-fifth 
of the total, will number about 500,- 
000 for the week ending December 22. 
The epidemic has crossed the Mis­ 
sissippi in earnest, and is spreading 
to the big industrial centers of the 
mid-west, accounting for the pump of 
reported cases from 40,500 on Decem­ 
ber 8, to 141,077 for the week ending 
December 15. 
Heretofore the epidemic has been 
sweeping through the sparsely settled 
territory between the Rocky Moun­ 
tains and the Mississippi, after hav­ 
ing run its course on the Pacific coast. 
On December 1, there were but 16.000 
cases, a larrge percent in California. 
Morality Rate Low. 
Pear that as the flu moves eastward 
its virulency will increase was ex­ 
pressed by public health officials. In 
California the mortality rate was low. 
Reports indicated that the epidemic 
may have reached its climax in the 
farm belt states west of the Mississ- 
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| ippi. 
Officials predicted that there 
is little probability of the epidemic 
leceding along the Mississippi, how­ 
ever, for from three to six weeks. Past 
experience shows the cycle of the epi­ 
demic is of about that extent. 
It appears virtually certain that it 
will be late March before the epidemic 
runs its course in United 
States. 
Spread to Europe is a possibility. The 
nations there already are aroused, 
judging from a number of interna­ 
tional inquiries received by Surgeon 
General Hugh S. Cumming. 
Study 'Flu Germs. 
Aside from the flu epidemic the 
general health of the country is re­ 
garded as good. 
There is com para­ 
tively 
little 
meningitis, 
diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, smallpox or other serious 
contagious 
or 
infectious 
diseases. 
Pneumonia is becoming prevalent as 
the afterm ath of the more severe flu 
cases. 
The number of deaths has been 
large, although far under the 1918 
figure. 
W hat 
he next two months 
may bring is a m atter of speculation. 
The public health service has re­ 
sumed its intensive study of influenza. 
The investigation which followed 
the 1918 epidemic left medical scien­ 
tists bewildered. 
Experiments were 
performed upon a number of volun­ 
teers by the public health service with 
negative results. 
Public health experts advanced the 
possibility th a t the present micros­ 
copic examinations may not be suf­ 
ficiently perfect to observe the real 
influenza germ or germs.

Following a hie oi continuous serv­ 
ice and imbued friendship that ex­ 
tended far beyond three quarters of a 
century, Mrs. Sarah Wharton, col­ 
ored, mother of “Moee" at McCon­ 
nell's Mills, died late yesterday after- ; 
noon m the New Castle hospital. 
‘ Mose and his aged mother lived to­ 
gether along the Slippery Rock creek 
fur the past 14 years, and have come 
u be known by hundreds and hun- 
dreds of persons who pay the scenic 
spot, a visit each year. 
It is believed 1hat Mrs. W harton 
was 86 or 87 years of age, although 
».iie e>.act date of birth is not known. 
Her death came after complications 
coupled with old age and weakened 
the strong resistance of the hardy 
colored lady. During her lifetime he 
was always in good, health and her 
mental facilities remained splendid. 
In J911 Mrs. W harton came to re­ 
side with “Mo.se” who had been living 
fit McConnell’s Mills for almost 34 
years before. 
Since that time they 
have taken care of the mill and the ! 
grounds that surrounds the beautiful 
place for the late Captain Thomas 
McConnell and his son. James. James 
McConnell died some time last Janu­ 
ary and since his death Thomas H. 
Hartman, local banker, has taken over 
the property. 
Mr. Hartm an has always taken a 
great interest in “Mose” and his 
mother. He saw to it that they were 
taken care of and provided them with j 
the necessities of life. 
“Mose” like­ 
wise knows that in Mr. H artm an he j 
has a friend who will carry him thru. * 


People who visit McConnell’s Mills 
have or are sure to see “Mose.” Some­ 
times they haven’t seen his mother, 
but nevertheless, with the exception 
of a few' times when some slight sick­ 
ness intervened, Mrs. W harton has 
been tramping around the mill. 
“Mose’s” mother was born near 
Winston Salem, N. C., and was raised 
as a slave in the cotton and tobacco 
fields of North and South Carolina. 
Her residence during the civil w’ar 
was also there. Following the em an­ 
cipation at the close of the war, she 
moved to Indianapolis, Ind.. and made 
her residence there until she came to 
live with her son at McConnell’s Mills 
in 1911. Since that year she has often 
visited her former homes. 
Survivors of the aged lady are a 
second son, William, in Indianapolis, 
Ind.; a daughter, Mrs. Nora Wade in 
New York city and a number of 
grandchildren who are living at dif­ 
ferent places, and her son, “Mose.” 
Her husband preceded her in death 
some 25 years ago. 
Her body will be taken to the home 
of Mrs. James McConnell at McCon­ 
nell’s Mill.

$1.089.352. and the expenditures $681,- 
827, the net profit being $407,524. 
During the year 32 athletic teams. 
16 each for varsity and freshman stu­ 
dents, were maintained with a staff of 
more than 30 coaches.

football and basketball. The two car- j 
ned the burden of the other 14 sports, 
each of which showed a loss ranging 
from $497 for the rifle team to $35,609 
for the crew. The total revenue from 
football* was $936,838, the largest in 
the history of the sport.
